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Of  the  17  cases,  2 were  irregular  in  attendance,  one  showed  no 
improvement,  10  were  considerably  improved,  and  four  showed  very 
marked  improvement.  Of  those  cases  5 per  cent,  showed  no  impiove- 
ment,  50  per  cent,  considerable  improvement,  and  20  per  cent,  marked 
improvement.

(e)  HOSPITALS. 

A number  of  Hospitals  are  made  use  of  by  the  inhabitants  of  the 
district.  Those  Hospitals  not  given  in  the  following  list  which  are 
mostly  used  are : (1)  The  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmai’y ; (2)  The  Port  Talbot 
District  General  Hospital;  (3)  Maesteg  Maternity  Home. 

Arrangements,  I believe,  are  being  made  whereby  more  patients 
will  be  able  to  be  treated  at  the  Bridgend  Infirmary,  and  this  will  do 
away  with  the  necessity  for  so  many  being  treated  at  Cardiff  as  at 
present. 

(3)  (1)  MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

Eleven  midwives  are  practising  within  the  area  of  your  Council. 
None  are  employed  by  your  Council,  or  directly  subsidised  by  your 
Council,  but  two  are  employed  by  Voluntary  Associations. 

Maternity  cases  from  the  district,  by  special  arrangement,  can  be 
sent  into  the  Bridgend  Maternity  Home,  and  below  are  the  regulations 
and  scale  of  charges  decided  upon  by  the  Council:— 


(1)  Regulations:

DENTAL  TPEATiMENT. 

During  the  year,  by  arrangement  with  the  Glamorgan  liducation 
Committee,  66  cases  received  Dental  I'reatment;  of  these  cases,  49  were 
children  under  five  years  of  age,  and  17  were  expectant  or  nursing 
mothers. 

Eighteen  expectant  or  nursing  mothers  were  providetl  with  dentures^ 

The  cost  of  the  treatment  was  as  follows : —

£4  Gs.  3d.  was  recoverable  from  those  who  could  afford  to  pay.  The  net 
cost  of  all  dental  treatment  to  the  Council  for  the  year  was  £3  Os.  3d.

Jhree  lull-time  Health  Visitors  are  employed,  and  by  arrangement 
with  the  Bridgend  Urban  District  Council,  two-thirds  of  the  time' of  a 
fourth  Health  Visitor  is  also  available. 


As  soon  as  possible  after  each  child  (whose  brith  has  been  notified) 
has  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  days,  the  home  is  visited  by  one  of  the 
Health  Visitors.  Thereafter,  a visit  is  paid  every  four  weeks  until  the 
child  has  reached  the  age  of  three  months.  From  three  months  onwards 
to  five  years  of  age,  the  child  is  visited  once  every  three  months. 

The  aljove  ai)plies,  of  course,  only  in  cases  where,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Health  Visitor,  the  child  is  making  satisfactory  progress. 

In  those  cases  where  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  a.ppropriate  Infant 
Wclfaie  Centre  or  Health  \ isitor  thinks  that  more  frequent  visits  are 
nwessary,  this  is  done.  If  requested  by  the  .Medical  Practitioners,  more 
visits  are  paid  in  special  cases. 

(iv.)  CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION  (under  Part  1.  of  the  Children  Act,

Your  Council  has  now  made  arrangements  for  all  orthopa?dic  treat- 
ment which  cannot  be  canied  out  at  your  own  Clinics  to  be  undertaken 
at  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  Cardiff. 

Three  new  cases  were  sent  for  treatment  in  1940,  and  all  were  out> 
patients.  Nine  patients  continued  treatment  commenced  in  1939  during 
1940,  four  as  in-patients  and  five  as  out-patients.  The  total  cost  was 
£180  9s.  Id.  (In-patients,  £170  11s.  8d. ; out-patients,  £9  17s-.  od.)

SECTION  C. 

1-.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

(1)  WATER. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  was  established  in  1920,  and  took 
over  the  various  water  undertakings  and  started  to  function  on  January 
1st,  1921.  The  mains  of  the  Board  are  now  laid  within  every  Parish  of 
the  Pcnybont  Rura.l  District  Council,  with  the  exception  of  Sker. 

There  are  no  new  sources  of  supply. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  Board’s  expenditure  of  a capital  nature 
during  the  past  year  has  been  confined  to  main  extensions.  At  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  Ministiy  of  Health,  expert  advitv  was  sought  by  the 
Board  in  reference  to  the  proix)sals  for  treatment  of  water  at  j^ll  the 
Board’s  sources  of  supply  not  now  treated,  and  Dr.  Suckling,  of  Queen 
Victoria  Street,  London,  was  engaged  to  investigate  and  submit  detailed 
recommendations  in  this  matter.  These  investigations  Dr.  Suckling 
carried  out  during  the  past  year,  and  submitted  exhaustive  reports, 
which  the  Board  had  under  consideration  when  the  war  broke  ouL 
For  ol)vious  reasons,  consideration  of  tliis  question  has  been  held  in 
abeyance.  It  should  be  pointed  out,  however  ,that  some  of  the  most 
important  sources  of  supply  are  already  subject  to  treatment,  including 
the  Schwyll,  Dymbath,  Nantymoel,  and  Pwllwy  (Cowbridge)  Sources^ 

The  erection  of  the  Arsenal  at  Bridgeiul  and  the  Aerodrome  at  St. 
.Athan  have  caused  an  abnormal  increase  in  water  consumi)tion  for  trade 
and  domestic  purposes  from  the  Board’s  .s!)urces,  witli  the  result  that 
the  Schwyll  and  Pwllwy  Sources  have  to  be  used  throughout  the  year 
to  a far  greater  extent.  'Phese  waters  have  a-  high  degree  of  permanent 
hardness,  but  as  they  are  treated  wattus.  their  quality  has  I)een  satis- 
factory.

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  chief  rivers  in  the  district  are  the  Llynfi  and  Ogmore. 

The  Llynfi  rises  in  the  Maesteg  Valley  and  flows  through  the  upper 
part  of  your  district,  receiving  tributaries  from  the  Gadlys  valley, 
from  Cwm-Nant-Gwyn  and  the  Kenfig  brook  at  the  junction  of  the 
Ogmore  and  Llynfi  rivers  below  Brynmenyn.  This  stream  receives 
the  coal  washings  of  the  pits  in  the  Maesteg  Valley,  and  also  the  sewage 
effluent  from  the  Maesteg  D.D.  Council  works,  and  the  effluent  from 
your  Council  works  at  Troedyrhiwgarth.  At  Kenfig  Hill,  there  is  a 
brook  at  Nant-craig-yr-Aber,  which  is  really  the  overflow  of  the 
Porthcawl  Water  AA^orks.  The  Cwm  Kenfig  brook  divides  Kenfig  Hill 
and  Pyle  parishes  from  the  Port  Talbct  Borough. 

The  Ewenny  River  rises  at  the  east-most  point  of  your  district, 
and  joins  the  Ogmore  River  at  Merthyrmawr.  The  Ewenny  has  a 
tributai-y  which  joins  it  near  Castle-upon  Alum.  The  Ewenny,  during 
its  course,  receives  crude  sewage  from  a few  houses,  e.g.  at  Pencoed. 
The  Ogmore  River  is  a continuation  of  the  two  main  streams  in  the 
Ogmore  and  Garw  Urban  District.  It  passes  through  Tondu  and 
Aberkenfig,  and,  after  flowing  some  distance,  it  passes  through  the 
town  of  Bridgend,  and  again  into  your  district,  ultimately  discharging 
into  the  Bristol  Channel.  This  stream  receives  the  coal  washings  of 
several  collieries,  and  the  sewage  effluent  of  the  Ogmore  and  Garw 
Urban  District  Council,  and  that  portion  of  Gilfach  Goch  termed 
Evanstown.

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

During  the  year,  44  samples  of  milk  were  taken,  35  of  these  being 
from  graded  supplies,  and  of  these  4 were  unsatisfactory.  Steps  were 
taken  to  deal  with  all  unsatisfactory  cases  and  the  cowsheds  and  dairies 
were  inspected  and  advice  given.  Further  samples  were  always  taken 
following  upon  unsatisfactory  reports.  The  use  of  pasteurised  milk 
seems  to  he  growing  in  the  district. 

Six  samples  of  milk  were  especially  examined  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli,  and  no  bacilli  were  discovered.

All  this  work  is  done  at  the  Cardiff  and  County  LaboratoiT,  samples 
of  graded  and  ordinary  milks  being  examined  monthly.

Advice  is  given  at  the  various  Infant  Welfare  and  Ante-Natal 
Centres  in  regard  to  the  nutritive  value  of  foodstuffs.  Small  leaflets 
and  books  are  kept  at  these  centres  and  distributed  to  the  mothers 
who  attend. 


SECTION  F. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  1940  was 
an  increase  over  that  of  1939 ; this  was  due  to  the  fact  that  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough  again  became  notifiable  in  October,  1939. 

The  actual  number  of  each  disease  can  be  seen  from  the  appropriate 
table. 

Scarlet  Fever  shows  a slight  increase.  The  disease  was  of  a mild 
type.  Of  the  37  cases  notified,,  21  were  removed  to  Hospital  because 
of  no  suitable  accommodation  in  the  home,  and  in  a few  instances 
because  the  mother  w'as  pregnant.  Very  few  complications  developed 
amongst  these  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The  average  length  of  stay  in 
hospital  was  under  four  weeks.  One  death  occurred. 

Diphtheria  showed  a very  slight  decrease  over  1939.  The  majority 
of  the  cases,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  were  of  a comparatively 
mild  type.  No  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease.  All  the  cases  were 
treated  in  hospital.  Diphtheria  immunisation  is  carried  out  at  the 
Pc'iiybont  Council  Offices,  liridgond,  and  clinics  were  held  twice  weekly. 
During  1940,  160  children  were  immunised,  of  which  71  were  school- 
children,  and  89  pre-school  children.  Seventeen  children  started  the 
treatment  and  did  not  ha.ve  the  second  or  third  injections.  Either  Alum 
Precipitated  Toxin  (B.  W.  & Co.  A-.P.T.)  or,  in  children  over  12  years, 
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Toxoid  Anti  Toxin  Floccules  (B.W.  & Co.  T.A.F.)  was  used.  The  Pro- 
bationer Nurses  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  are  also  immunised  against 
diphtheria.  ’Bus  fares  amounting  to  £2  7s.  3d.  were  paid  in  connec- 
tion with  diphtheria  immunisation. 

No  Measles  serum  for  propylaxis  was  used  in  the  district. 

All  cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  are  visited  by  the  Health 
Visitors.  Four  cases  of  Measles  were  admitted  into  Hospital. 

All  the  cases  of  malaria  notified  were  induced  cases. 

Where  any  cases  of  scarlet  fever  are  treated  at  home,  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  visit  as  frequently  as  they  think  necessary. 

There  is  no  provision  made  at  present  for  the  typing  of  pneumococci. 
All  cases  of  pneumonia  are  not  notified. 

Head  teachers  are  advised  of  all  cases  notified  amongst  school 
children  and  those  living  in  the  same  house.

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 


As  in  previous  years,  the  importance  of  the  extermination  of  rats 
has  not  been  overlooked.  The  public,  in  the  course  of  duty,  have 
been  informed  of  the  methods  of  extermination,  and  the  requirements 
of  the  Act. 

When  poison  has  been  used,  the  persons  responsible  have  been 
advised  to  lay  the  baits  in  containers  into  which  rats  only  could  find 
access.  By  this  method,  in  addition  to  reducing  the  risk  of  poisoning 
other  small  animals  or  birds,  the  number  of  baits  taken  can  be  easily 
checked. 

I’he  imiwrtance  of  storing  articles  of  foodstuffs  in  i-at-proof  con- 
tainers has  also  been  brought  to  people’s  notice  where  it  has  been 
considered  necessary.

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 


Every  possible  attention  was  again  given  during  the  year  with 
regard  to  the  extermination  of  rats  in  the  area. 


'J’he  operations  carried  out  at  refuse  tips  and  sewage  disposal  works 
by  gassing,  with  the  Clayton  Gassing  Machine,  were  most  successful, 
as  no  rats  are  seen  for  some  considerable  time  at  these  places  after 
gassing.  An  experiment  of  gassing  with  Cyanogas  “A”  Dust  was 
carried  out  at  the  Pyle  Outfall  Works,  with  good  results 

Thirt3'-eight  rats  were  shot  during  the  year  on  occasional  visits 
made  to  refuse  tips  in  the  area. 

Much  useful  work  in  the  destruction  of  rodents  resulted  from 
poisoned  baits  where  there  were  infestations  of  these,  chiefly  at  the 
refuse  tips  and  farm  buildings.  Leaflets  dealing  with  the  rat  menace 
and  methods  for  destruction  of  these  pests  have  been  distributed  in  the 
district. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 


A sewerage  scheme  to  drain  houses  at  the  Graig  and  John  Street, 
Cefn  Ciibbwr,  and  to  serve  that  part  of  the  parish  of  Laleston,  Cefn 
Cross,  Owmffoes,  and  Fforddygyfraith  was  completed  during  the  year. 
Notices  have  been  served  where  necessary  upon  the  owners  of 
properties  within  “ distance  ” of  the  sewer  to  connect  tliem  to  it. 


Tt  is  very  unfoi-tunate  that  further  sewerage  schemes  most  urgently 
required  are  .still  not  to  bo  proceeded  with,  particularly  in  tlio 
cases  of  Ogmore-by-Sea,  Laleston,  North  and  South  Cornellj’,  and 
Ewenny.
